Manoch Nava, the GW weenie 
wonder, will take over the 
school’s food service next year, 
after his one-man hot dog busi- 
ness outbid Saga yesterday. 

Manoch, who has interestingly 
delighted Foggy Bottom pallets 
from his street-side vending cart 
for the last year and a half, signed 
a one-year guaranteed contract to 
cater to each of GW’s five dining 
halls. Manoch will be paid 
$100,000 to supply what he de- 
scribes as "avant garde" cuisine. 

Saga failed to lower its 
$100,001 bid during the five-hour 
negotiation session, prompting 
GW officials to turn to Manoch, a 
source close to The GW Hatchet 
said. 

"GW’s working with a tight 
budget,” Budget Director Robert 
Shoup said. "We’ve got to put 
some of our cost-cutting methods 
into effect.”

them more than $1 million in 
repairs and further delay comple- 
tion of the yard. 

Members of the Charles H. 
Thompkins Construction Com- 
pany, seeing Eagers break down, 
hastened to fill in the details. The 
giant gopher (nicknamed “Fred” 
by “Love Boat" fans) has been 
plaguing the quad's renovation 
for several months, they said, 
burrowing under new construc- 
tion, ravaging the workers’ lunch 
boxes and eating the occasional 
passer-by. “We never know where 
it will strike next,” one angry 
worker said.

Rereleased! The Tipper Gore heavy metal album

Good music by classic artists 
never dies, it just goes out of 
print. 

Due to a nostalgia fad during 
the last few years, old music from 
classic performers is finding its 
way to a new audience. Songs 
from soundtracks like The Big 
Chill and Stand By Me, along 
with other albums being released 
on CD, such as the entire Beatles 
catalogue and Motown classics, 
have become available to a new 
generation of listeners. 

Combining the new interests in 
oldies along with the huge popu- 
larity of Heavy Metal, someone 
could make a large amount of 
cash. 

For this very reason, the first 
album of former recording star, 
Tipper Gore, now head of the 
P.M.R.C. (Parents Music Re- 
source Center), a group trying to 
start a rating system for rock 
records, is being re-released (As 
many know, Mrs. Gore has her 
position at the P.M.R.C. due to 
her extensive knowledge of the 


music business). 

After years of collecting dust, 
her 1972 debut album. Kill Your 
Family, is still as good as the best 
Black Sabbath, or dare I even say, 
the greatest of the supergroup 
Kiss. 

The title cut, “Kill Your Fami- 
ly,” a duet with Alice Cooper, is 
backed with excellent bone- 
crushing bass and crotch- 
throbbing drums. The lyrics 
scream about the problems many 
kids face at home. On this single, 
which originally sold 2 million 
copies, (bought primarily by 
males in their early teens), Tipper 
sings, “My parents want me to go 
to church/ I said go screw the 
Lord/ Sneak into dad’s room 
tonight/ Kill him with a sword.” 

“Sex with Satan” will always 
be remembered for its perfor- 
mance in concert, where Mrs. 
Gore, dressed in a scant string 
bikini and doing a mean pelvic 
thrust, delivers such lines such as: 
“Poke me with your pitchfork ... 
squirm like you have rabies/ Give 
me kinky sex in Hades.” 

The ballad “I Like Pain” is a 


moving change of pace from the 
rest of the album. In this tune, 
Tipper uses her soothing voice to 
express her feelings towards a 
dominating love master. Here 
Mrs. Gore croons, “Drag a rake 
across my back/ Grunt like you 
are mean/ Put my foot in a 
blender/ Shout ‘1 am Jethro 
Bodine.’ ” 

The excellent back-up band 
consisted of the late Crack Bitter, 
who choked to death on a leather 
wallet in 1977, on lead guitar and 
the late Rex Groper, who hung 
himself with a cable TV con- 
troller, bass. Other doomed 
members included Mick 
“Squirmy” Hollins, who was 
killed in a freak grocery cart 
accident, on drums and the late 
keyboard player “Krull,” who 
died of natural causes, a most 
unusual demise for a rock star. 
These innovative masters’ influ- 
ences are still felt in the music of 
our greatest bands on the scene 
today, such as Grave Digger, 
Grim Reaper and White Snake. 

It’s great to have the music of 
Tipper Gore back in the recortf 


stores. The powerful sound of her 
band, along with her social- 
conscious lyrics still hold up to- 
day. 

I am joined by the other head- 
bangers of the world (and 


derworld) in hoping Mrs. Gore 
will leave her post at the 
P.M.R.C. and return to where she 
belongs, spreading the word of 
Satan, sex and pain to the youth 
of America.

Crowley said the Housing Office 
is considering raising the rent at 
Thurston because, technically, the 
residents will soon have their own 
interior pools. 

To offset the cost of living “in 
the water” for future classes, the 
Office of Student Financial Aid 
plans to implement a new “float- 
ing cash fund,’’ Associate 
Director of Financial Aid Laura 
Donnelly said. “Incoming 
students will have the chance to 
use any University funds they can 
dredge out of the river after we 
sink,” she said adding, “Do you 
want me to repeat that for you?” 

Student’s reactions have been 
understated thus far, mainly 
because nobody really knows 
about the situation yet, GW 
Student Association President 
Adam Freedman said. When 
asked for his opinion, Freedman 
replied, “Who cares? I’m out of 
here after next year anyway. All I 
can say is ‘good luck’ to all the 
fish!”

“We started in a swamp, and 
we’ll end up in a swamp,” GW 
President Lloyd H. Elliott said, 
confirming a D.C. surveyor’s 
report, which claimed the Univer- 
sity is slowly sliding into the 
Potomac River. 

The report was released after an 
extensive survey of the Foggy 
Bottom area, conducted by Wash- 
ington contractors Kent C. Strate 
and Associates, revealed the 
Potomac basin was rising rapidly 
and would engulf this section of 
the city by 1989. “Yep, she’s 
definitely going over the brink,” 
Strate said. 

While the mayor’s office is in 
an uproar over losing the many 
government offices located in the 
area. University administrators 
are remaining calm. “What the 
hell,” said GW’s Vice President 
for Academic Affairs Roderick S. 
French. “I mean, after all, it’s 
just water.” French said he was 
certain GW students and faculty 
could cope with the situation and 
there need not be any significant 
change in the normal running of 
the University. "A few scuba 
masks and diving gear and we’ll 
be fine,” he said. 

Elliott said the only change in 
his ambitious expansion plans 
would be to call GW a “Harvard 
in the Potomac’* rather than a 
“Harvard on the Potomac.” 

Financial administrators were 
not as confident. “We’ll have to 
raise the tuition,” Vice President 
and Treasurer Charles E. Diehl 
said. “It’s going to be a real 
problem handling all those soggy

‘‘If ail you want to do at your 
age is discuss how Reagan will 
recover from Iranscam, debate 
the value of SDI, or get your head 
bashed in over apartheid, then I 
say this— you’re sick, sick, sick, 
SICK!” Donald D. Morosse told 
a crowd of GW students Tuesday 
night. 

Morosse, the latest person to 
announce his candidacy in the 
1988 Presidential race, spoke 
about politically ‘‘coming of age” 
as a standing-room only crowd of 
students cheered and jeered dur- 
ing the first of three two-hour 
‘‘Politics By Age Eighteen: Is It 
Safe? Is It Spreading?” forums 
sponsored by the Program Board 
and the GW Student Association 
in the Hall of Funger. 

Both a former lawyer and 
card-carrying Republican, 
Morosse said he has seen “the 
error of wicked, money-grubbing 
ways” and how an early interest 


in politics “when 1 should have 
been drinking too much beer or, 
at least, participating in panty 
raids” almost ruined him for life. 

“I was a sophomore at Yale, I 
subscribed to the National Re- 
view, 1 thought Barry Goldwater 
was God, and I now regret every 
wasted moment,” Morosse said. 
‘‘All I have to tell my kids about 
growing up is that I could name 
every U.S. Congressman from 
1964 in descending length of 
tenure.” 

"I, Donald David, have no 
political ties. I, Donald David, 
have no political ambitions. We 
don’t need a politician in the 
White House. We need a person. 
A living, breathing, 
Everyman— not an actor, or 
special interest man, or a liberal 
or a conservative.” Morosse said 
although he is not necessarily the 
optimal candidate, he was ‘‘damn 
close to it.” 

“Besides,” he added, “Pat 
Sajak declined the nomination.” 


Adversaries of Morosse have 
often chided him for being a 
“front for the Democrats’’ 
because of his harsh critisms of 
his Republican past and the 
Reagan administration. However, 
Morosse answered back Tuesday 
saying ”1 don’t just pick on 
Republicians, I simply pick on all 
inept people.” 

“Seriously, student liber- 
als/Democrats are not any better 
than anyone else. But from what 
I’ve seen, they are at least willing 
to go crazy and have a few 
uninhibited thrills every so 
often,” Morosse said. “For in- 
stance, a CD wouldn’t ask for 
your position on the deficit before 
he tried to merge assets with you. 
A CD would would start merging 
before you could say ‘inflationary 


our factories. They already had a 
war to keep us on our knees. 
We’re still fighting a war to stop 
those spying Japanese,” he said. 
“And now they’re gonna have a 
war against venereal disease.” 

“By golly, he’s the type of 
leader we need here,” GW 
Student Association President 
Adam Freedman said. “I'm sure I 
can convince the [GW Presi- 
dential Search) Committee to give 
him a fair shake if he doesn’t win 
in 1988.”

Morosse, a staunch supporter 
of free love and alcohol as a 
preventative of college political 
syndrome, said the rubbery crowd 
was “a warped group, molded in 
the same throbbing vein as those 
members of corporate America."

NCAA slams door 
on GW athletics

GW's athletic programs are 
“rife with widespread corruption 
and violations," a spokesman for 
the National Collegiate Athletic 
Association (NCAA) announced 
yesterday, following a six-month 
investigation. 

“This program is a disgrace to 
college athletics and should be 
closed down immediately," said 
NCAA spokesman Samuel M. 
Underwood. He listed over 32 
violations committed by the Uni- 
versity’s athletic departments in 
the past three years, including 
recruiting and play-for-pay il- 
legalities. 

No one in the department 
would comment on the record 
about the NCAA's findings, but 
one source, who wished to remain 
anonymous, said punishment 
should be minimal because most 
of the illegal efforts failed. 

“To impose severe penalties 
would be ludicrous," the source 
said. “Recruits said the money 
wasn't enough, they refused to 
sleep with our co-eds, and they 
laughed when we offered to have 
students take Astronomy for 
them." 

Underwood said sanctions are 
being discussed and will not be 


say incoming recruit Daniel Lloyd 
was attained under illegal 
circumstances. 

According to the NCAA’s find- 
ings, Lloyd was offered cash and 
gifts by boosters, co-eds for sex- 
ual favors and was told students 
would take classes for him. Lloyd 
refused comment, but his high 
school coach, Frank N. Ernst, 
said the allegations are true. 

"It stinks,” Ernst said. “The 
kid really has no choice when 
they're waving cash, cars and' 
women in his face." 

Boosters reportedly offered 
over $7,000 in cash for Lloyd to 
sign and bought him a brand-new 
Trans Am sports car. Students 
report being approached about 
taking classes for Lloyd, while six 
co-eds admitted to accepting $350 
each to sleep with the recruit. 

A booster, who wished to re- 
main anonymous, said similar 
deals had been offered to other 
prospective recruits, but all offers 
were refused. “One recruit," the 
booster said, "considered the deal 
until we showed him an Astro 
exam, to which he replied, 'Have 
someone take this for me? How 
dumb do you think I am?’ 
Another recruit was close to 
signing until a co-ed showed. He

7’4” Bol heads for GW court 

Manute *s * little ’ sis to take over Colonial center spot

Khartoum, Sudan— Buncha Bol, 
the 1 5-year -old kid sister of Wash- 
ington Bullets 7’6” center Manute 
Bol, yesterday signed a letter-of- 
intent to play basketball at GW 
next year, the school’s men's head 
basketball coach, John Kuester, 
said. 

Bol, 7’4 k ’, will immediately step 
into the Colonial starting center 
position, Kuester said. The two- 
year coach has been searching for 
a dominating pivotman since the 
1985 graduation of Mike Brown, 
now with the Chicago Bulls of the 
NBA. GW was 10-19 last season. 

“We’re drooling over her abili- 
ty to solve our team’s problems,” 
Kuester said. “She’s got great 
potential. Mike Jones especially 
can’t wait to see her supposed on- 
and off-court talents.” 

Bol is equally excited about 
travelling overseas lo play for the 
worst team in the nation’s capital. 

“I can’t wait to play,” she said 
through a translator. “With me 
on the court and Johnny K. on the 
sidelines, we’ll tear up the 
Atlantic 10 Conference. The only 
thing that gets me very upset is 
how Johnny K. could be so 
ignorant as to let Kenny Barer 


step on the court. When I heard 
he was signing autographs for 
those vulnerable little dweebs in 
his psychology class, I almost 
puked.” 

Bol averaged 21 points and 18 
rebounds for the Louis Kartens 
team of the Sudan Basquetbo’ 
Associatio’. She predicts the 
transformation to American 
basketball to be an easy adjust- 
ment. 

"I’ll fit in pretty well in Johnny 
K’s offensive scheme,” she said. 
“And’ boy, do 1 want to play 
along side Max Blank. That knee 
brace really gives me the hots.” 

Kuester said the seemingly sex- 
ually-frustrated Bol will not be 
allowed pre- and post-game 
entrance into the men’s locker 
room. Kuester's decision to ban 
Bol came a month after Bol 
demanded to change with the 
boys. 

She's also happy to be close to 
brother Manute. 

“I'm glad we'll be around each 
other,” she said. ”... not because 
I like him or anything, but 
because he's the only one in the 
world who has a car which is 
driven from the back seat.” 

Manute, reached at his 
Springfield, Va. home yesterday, 


retaliated: “If she thinks she's 
gonna get my car, she’s wrong. 
I’ve got the last laugh, though. 
She’s gotta play at the same time 
with that team." 


declined comment on what sanc- 
tions may be imposed, but other 
officials speculated that penalties 
will be severe. 

“GW may be buried for a long 
time to come,” said Mitchell 
Sloan, who was part of the NCAA 
team which investigated the Uni- 
versity. "Don’t expect to see a 
men’s basketball game at GW 
next year." 

GW is accused of extreme vio- 
lations in the recruiting of several 
basketball players over the past 
three years. Although NCAA of- 
ficials declined to name any pres 
ent Colonials involved, they did 


a better babe from SMU. Give me 
two and we got a deal.'

An in-house investigation by 
GW early last year turned up “no 
evidence of any wrongdoing by 
the athletic departments,” accord- 
ing to a report released last June.

Colonial Lon Gawn, who trans- 
ferred to Southern Methodist 
University two years ago, said the 
only reason he left GW was SMU 
offered more money than he was 
receiving at GW.
